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Boy found guilty 
of robbing teens 


A 16-YEAR-OLD boy 
has been found 
guilty of robbing a 
group of teenagers 
who were camping 
in Haverhill for a 
birthday celebration. 

The boy, who cannot 
be named for legal 
reasons, had pleaded 
not guilty to three 
offences of robbery and 
one of attempted robb¬ 
ery. 

Yesterday, he was found 
guilty of all the offences by a 
jury at Ipswich Crown Court. 
Judge John Devaux granted 
him conditional bail until he 
returns to court in early April 
to be sentenced. 

During the trial, the court 
heard how a group of friends 
had been camping on Bulls 
Field, close to the Samuel 
Ward Upper School in 
Haverhill to celebrate a 15- 
year-old’s birthday. 

Giving evidence, one of 
the victims told how he woke 
up at about 3am on May 28 
last year in darkness to find 
he was being attacked. 


Members of the group were 
also punched, threatened 
with a broken bottle and told 
to remain on the ground and 
to hand over their mobile 
phones and iPods. 

The jury heard from the 
victims how despite the 
almost total darkness they 
have been able to identify 
the 16-year-old robber from 
his voice, as they all knew 
him. He was one of a group 
of four youths involved in the 
incident and the court heard 
that no one else had 
appeared in court about it. 

Prosecutor Karl Volz said 
that at one stage the robber 
had warned that he would 
“bottle” his victims if they 
failed to comply with the 
order to stay on the ground. 

Two mobile phones and 
an iPod were stolen. Another 
boy refused to comply with 
the robber’s orders and did 
not lose any property. 

After being arrested and 
refusing the answer police 
questions, the 16-year-old 
was alleged to have 
telephoned the mother of 
one of the victims and 
after at first denying any 
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Police to up 
council tax 

SUFFOLK Police has voted to 
increase its share of council tax bills 
by 3.75 per cent. 

The county’s police authority 
selected the rise instead of a tax 
freeze and one-off Government 
grant of £1.25m on Monday. 

Suffolk’s force is required to make 
savings of more than £7m in the 
financial year as part of a four-year 
programme of cuts to 2014/15 
estimated at £17.7m. 

An extra £1.55m will be raised by 
the tax increase in 2012 /13 and the 
rise will allow officer numbers to 
increase to more than 1,200 in the 
coming years from their existing 
1,167. 

Chief Constable Simon Ash had 
warned authority members that a 
council tax freeze would cost the 
force at least £1.66m a year from 
2013/14 which would leave officer 
numbers at fewer than 1,200 and 
put significant strains on 
operational capability and service 
quality. 

The authority has agreed a 
revenue budget of £112.2m for 
policing Suffolk as well as its capital 
programme and savings plan. The 
latter includes making savings of 
£4.5m by collaborating with the 
Norfolk force. 

Ioanna Spicer, chairman of the 
Police Authority, said: “Throughout 
our debates, we have been mindful 
of the financial pressures facing 
Suffolk’s council tax-payers and I 
know that today’s decision for a 
small increase may disappoint some 
people. 

“However, it is important to 
understand that we were facing a 
stark choice and we all agreed the 
importance of maintaining the long¬ 
term resilience of the constabulary 
and its capability to provide a good 
quality policing service.”

Genzyme, which pioneers drugs to 
treat rare diseases and produces 
others which improve life for kidney 
patients, has invested more than 
£60m in its Haverhill plant.

STAFF at Haverhill’s Peacocks store 
have received welcome news that it 
will stay open this week as part of a 
sale of the company to Edinburgh 
Woollen Mill. 

Peacocks called in administrators in 
January and Haverhill’s Bon Marche 
store, which was part of the same 
group of companies, has already 
closed. 

The new owners will keep 388 of the 
company’s 612 stores open, 
safeguarding about 6,000 jobs. The 
remaining 224 stores will close with 
the loss of more than 3,000 jobs. 

A spokesman for Peacocks 
confirmed that the company’s 
Haverhill store would be staying 
open under the new ownership.

Businesses get peek 
at the next 20 years 


BUSINESS represen¬ 
tatives were the first to 
learn more about plans 
for Haverhill over the next 
two decades. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s Vision 2031, the new 
plan for the town, will be 
officially launched on March 
2 . 

But guest speaker at the 
February meeting of the 
bestofhaverhill group, Dr 
Carol Rowntree, presented an 
overview of the counciFs 
strategy for the town. 

Dr Rowntree, economic 
development officer with St 
Edmundsbury, said the initial 
consultation for Vision 2031 
took place last year and 
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identified a number of issues, 
which had been taken into 
account in preparing the 
revised document. 

While acknowledging the 
benefits of Haverhill’s 
location, businesses expressed 
concern over transport links, 
particularly to Cambridge and 
Stansted. The lack of 
integration between jobs and 
housing, with employment in 
the town currently located in 
four industrial estates or 
business parks and the 
housing in separate areas, was 
also highlighted as an issue. 

The road links from the 


north-west to south-east were 
very good but links across the 
town, from the south-west to 
north-east, were poor. 

Large areas of housing in 
Haverhill do not have a 
natural focus point, an 
important factor in creating 
sustainable comm-unities. 

Easy access to schooling 
and the protection of our 
open spaces were other issues 
raised. 

The draft Vision document 
which has been developed 
addresses the issues and aims 
to implement policies which 
will create a 21st century town 
based on a strong community 
with an attractive retail, 
leisure and employment offer 


and sustainable transport. 

Elaine Carr, owner of 
thebestofhaverhill, said: “We 
really appreciated the insight 
into the draft Vision 2031 
before it is launched formally. 

“I would encourage 
businesses to take part in the 
consultation process. This is 
an opportunity to have our 
say into how Haverhill 
develops. We can’t complain 
about what is happening, or 
not happening in the town, if 
we don’t take the time to get 
involved. 

“After March 2 you can look 
at the proposals online and 
give your comments. The 
consultation period runs until 
April 30.”

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Backlash over 
vandal gangs 

Lack of street lighting blamed as thuggery increases 


A MOTORIST who has lost 
his protected no-claims 
bonus because his cars 
have been vandalised so 
often says lack of street 
lighting is making the prob¬ 
lem even worse. 

Nigel Lewis, 53, has written to 
Suffolk County Council com¬ 
plaining about lack of lighting 
outside his home, which makes it 
impossible to identify members of 
“feral gangs” who he says are 
regularly damaging vehicles in the 
area. 

Last weekend alone, he said the 
side of one neighbour’s car was 
covered in blood and another had 
a dent which would cost £366 to 
put right. 

Another car was recently 
walked across, causing dents to 
the roof and front of the vehicle, 
and the retired couple who own it 
cannot afford to pay the cost of 
around £900 to repair it. 

Mr Lewis said: “I saw the piece 
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in the Weekly News about the 
police concerns that the street 
lights are being switched off at 
midnight, and I am sure it is 
making the problems we 
experience around here even 
worse. We get gangs coming 
through in the early hours. 

“I phoned the police at about 
1.25am on Saturday, because there 
were about eight youths out there, 
some wearing hoodies, and saying 
‘I’ll get him’.” The side of my 
neighbour’s silver VW Golf was hit 
with force during the fight and was 
covered in blood. The police asked 
me if I could give a description, 
but all I could see was dark, 
shadowy figures because there is 
no street lighting.” 

Mr Lewis added: “In the car park 
near the Co-op there were nine 
cars vandalised in one night. 
Crime seems to be going up and I 
believe the lack of street lighting is 


having a detrimental effect on our 
insurance. 

“It is just happened far too 
frequently. There seems to be a lot 
of feral gangs about, breaking off 
wing mirrors and smashing 
windows. They seem to consider 
themselves untouchable and the 
police don’t seem to have the 
manpower to deal with them.” 

Suffolk County Council intro¬ 
duced its new intelligent lighting 
system across Suffolk last year, 
estimated to save about £500,000 a 
year on energy bills by switching 
off many lights between midnight 
and 5.30am. 

The council says the flexible 
system allows lights to be switched 
back on if necessary and Haverhill 
resident Gary Byers got the light 
near his home switched back on 
last November, after the Weekly 
News highlighted safety concerns.

Tribute paid to 
murdered vicar 


A COUNCIL chairman 
has spoken of her sad¬ 
ness after the murder of 
her village’s former vicar.

Pat Slimming, of Great 
Yeldham Parish Council, kept 
in touch with Rev Suddards 
after he left the village and said 
she learned of his death last 
Wednesday morning. 

She said: “He was my friend 
and it is a great loss. He always 
said that he would open his 
door to anyone and it was a 
risk he was prepared to take. I 
have very fond memories of 
him and so most of the people 
who had contact with him 
during his time here. 

“He was a very good 
preacher, a very funny man 
with a wonderful sense of 
humour. He was very kind and 
he had an incisive intellect. 

“While he was here, my hus- 
band was a church warden 
and we were both on the PCC. 
During that time we set a lay 
ministry, of which I was part, 
and were licensed to conduct 
services. He was very much at

the fore of everything. Without 
his guidance we could not 
have done it; he was very 
much a pioneer.” 

Former barrister Rev Sudd¬ 
ards had moved to Thornbury 
last July, after moving from 
Witham in Essex. 

For a decade from 1993, Rev 
Suddards was rector of the five 
churches in the Upper Colne 
Benefice, including Great 
Yeldham. 

As the murder investigation 
continues, Rev Suddards’s 
family released a statement 
saying: “We are devastated 
with the news of John's 
untimely and shocking death, 
so we would appreciate being 
left in peace at this time while 
we struggle to come to terms 
with what has happened.” 

Detective Chief Insp Simon 
Crisp said: “We are determined 
to bring whoever is 
responsible for the reverend’s 
death to justice, and have a 
team of officers working on 
this investigation around the 
clock. 

“I would like to thank the 
people of Thornbury for their 
co-operation and support but 
would ask anyone who has not 
been in touch to contact us 
with their information.”

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Women hurt in 
violence at bar 

Two men sentenced after bystanders suffer 
fractured wrist and head injury outside venue 


TWO women were injured 
outside a bar in Haverhill 
after brawling men threw 
poles which left them 
injured, a court heard. 

The pair were sitting in a 
seating area outside Bar Vu when 
Marek Tabak and Lukasz Zuk 
became involved in a violent 
fight with bar staff on June 18 last 
year. 

Prosecutor Robert Sadd told 
Ipswich Crown Court how Zuk 
had become involved in an 
altercation with a member of the 
bar’s door staff, swinging a punch 
at him which failed to connect. 
Zuk had then “charged” at door 
staff, picked up a plastic pole 
from a seating area and thrown it 
- and then did the same with a 
second pole. 

In the resulting confusion 
Tabak had joined in, also 
throwing punches, but found 
himself attacked by onlookers. 
The two women sitting outside 
the bar were struck, Kerry

Morlock suffering a fractured 
wrist while Sophie Thorne 
suffered a wound to her head as 
well as shock. 

Tabak, 34, of Eden Road, 
Haverhill, admitted using 
threatening words and behaviour 
and he was sentenced by judge 
Rupert Overbury to eight 
months’ imprisonment susp¬ 
ended for 12 months, ordered to 
complete 120 hours of unpaid 
community work and pay £250 
each to Miss Mortlock and Miss 
Thorne in compensation. 

Zuk, 27, also of Eden Road, 
admitted affray, was made the 
subject of a 12-month 
conditional discharge and had to 
pay £85 prosecution costs. 

Joanne Eley, mitigating, said 
that Zuk had expressed remorse 
for his actions and accepted that 
he had gone too far after 
witnessing what he believed was 


some animosity between Tabak 
and a doorman. 

Miss Eley said: “He has taken 
steps himself to reduce his 
alcohol intake. He does accept 
that is the problem.” 

Judge Rupert Overbury, who 
viewed CCTV images of the 
incident, told Tabak and Zuk: 
“Both of you were staggering 
around the streets. Plainly the 
consumption of alcohol affected 
your judgement. 

“Drunken violent behaviour in 
a town centre where other 
members of the public are 
present has to be deterred by the 
courts to protect other members 
of the public from the sort of 
injuries that may be caused by 
people who are drunk and 
aggressive.” 

Judge Overbury told Tabak, 
who had been attacked by 
onlookers: “It may be said that 
you got your just desserts 
because you were set upon by a 
number of people.”

RAMBLERS are making 
fresh calls for a public 
right of way to complete a 
footpath which currently 
stops abruptly. 

They want see a small but 
strategic gap filled in a 
footpath network at Chilton 
Street, Clare. 

A public footpath, called 
Footpath No 1, runs between 
Hundon and Poslingford and 
another path, Footpath No 14, 
runs northwards from Chilton 
Street. 

The second path stops in 
the middle of nowhere, 200 
yards short of the first so that 
walkers have to turn back and 
retrace their steps. If the paths 
connected, it would mean 


that walkers could stay off the 
B1063 - currently the only 
means of walking from Chilton 
Street to Poslingford or 
Hundon and back - and use 
attractive field paths instead. 

Norman fennings, a local 
rambler, said: ‘The B1063 is 
hellishly dangerous. There’s 
constant fast-moving traffic, 
no pavement and no verges, 
yet that’s where you have to 
walk. 

“Footpath 14 runs parallel to 
the road and connecting the 
two paths is the obvious 
solution. 

“The county council has 
powers to create a footpath 
link but they’re reluctant to 
use them.” 

Nicky Philpott, ramblers 


director of policy and 
campaigns, confirmed that 
county and district councils 
have powers to create 
footpaths and other rights of 
way where needed. 

“They have to be satisfied 
that a new path would add to 
the convenience of people 
who live in the area, or to the 
convenience and enjoyment of 
a substantial section of the 
public. 

“Both criteria are clearly met 
here, as the path would be a 
convenient link which would 
save people from walking on a 
dangerous road, benefiting 
walkers and motorists alike. 

“Walking is a healthy 
recreation free to all and it’s in 
line with government policy to 


encourage people to walk for 
local journeys, too. But 
dangerous roads rule it out.’ 

Mr lennings, who has the 
support of Clare and Pos¬ 
lingford parish councils, 
points out that filling the gap 
would enable a whole lot of 
paths to be accessed in safety. 

He said: “If the council care 
about the safety of walkers and 
motorists and about getting 
people out of their cars, they 
will surely make the necessary 
order.”

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Pampering session with 
a difference for women 



As if being diagnosed with cancer wasn’t devastating enough, the side-effects of treatment - 
which can dramatically change your appearance - can be shattering. But help is at hand for 
women in Cambridge who want to look good - and feel better. Emma Higginbotham reports. 


I T’S not difficult to 
find the Look 
Good... Feel 
Better skincare and 
make-up workshop. 

A babble of happy 
chatter leads me straight 
to 12 ladies sitting around 
a table, busily dipping 
into gift bags bulging with 
beauty products, and 
trying on lipsticks, 
blushers and concealers. 

But this is no ordinary 
pampering session. We’re 
at the Cambridge Cancer 
Help Centre in Great 
Shelford, and the ladies 
are being taught 
specifically how to deal 
with the visible side- 
effects of their cancer 
treatment. 

“The best thing about it 
is the smiles on 
everybody’s faces when 
they leave,” says Sheila 
Bearman, regional co¬ 
ordinator for Look Good.. 
. Feel Better (LGFB). 
“Sometimes they’re very 
nervous coming in, 
because they don’t know 
what to expect. But by the 
time they leave, even the 
people who were nervous 
are happy and laughing. 


It’s just really worthwhile.” 

LGFB, the beauty 
industry’s charity, has 
been running these 
workshops nationwide 
since 1994. The reason is 
simple: they know that 
finding out you have 
cancer is daunting and 
life-changing in itself, but 
dealing with the way your 
appearance can change 
as a result of your 
treatment can have 
serious consequences on 
your self-esteem - at 
precisely the time when 
having a positive attitude 
is so vital. 

All the sessions follow 
the same format: up to 12 
ladies are given a 
cosmetic ‘tool kit’ (a gift 
bag brimming with 
products donated by top 
cosmetic and toiletry 
companies), then a team 
of volunteer beauty 
consultants begin to work 
their magic: “And it does 
exactly what it says: if you 
look good, you feel 
better,” says Sheila. 

“Women face all sorts 
of problems as a result of 
their treatment, 
everything from dry skin 
to losing their eyebrows 


and eyelashes. 

“One of the main things 
we do is show them how 
to make it look as though 
they have eyelashes: if you 
look at somebody straight 
on, you don’t actually see 
great big long lashes, you 
see dark around the eyes,” 
she explains. “You can 
create that look with 
eyeliner, and it really does 
give the appearance of 
having eyelashes.” 

The ladies are also 
shown how to measure 
where their eyebrows 
would be: “and then when 
you frame the eyes with 
eyebrows, using feathered 
strokes with eyeliner, it 
actually completes the 
face.” 

High colour is another 
problem caused by 
cancer treatments “so we 
have a product they can 
put on, and we show 
them how to take down 
that redness as well”, says 
Sheila. 

“We do all sorts of 
things, really, and the 
ladies always seem so 
happy that they look like 
everyone else. It really 
does make them feel 
better about themselves.” 


Louise Drinkwater, 
from Huntingdon, first 
heard about LGFB 
through Hinchingbrooke 
Hospital, where she had 
her chemotherapy. “It’s 
taken me a little while to 
be well enough to come,” 
she says, “but it’s been 
nice to try different things 
with the make-up - and 
try and find what I used to 
look like, pre-cancer.” 

The 37-year-old was 
diagnosed with 
inflammatory breast 
cancer - the rarest and 
most aggressive strain of 
the disease - in June last 
year. 

“A mass appeared in my 
breast in the space of a 
few days, and felt very 
warm to the touch. 

“It was like mastitis, 
which is what it’s always 
misdiagnosed as, and I 
was no different: I went to 
my GP with discharge 
from my nipple and a 
rash, but unfortunately I 
wasn’t referred at that 
point; I was put on 
antibiotics for an 
infection.” 

It took two more visits 
to her GP before she was 
finally referred to a 
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time: from top, 
lockwise, a Look 
... Feel 
session; 
largaret Platt 
mascara; 
artist 
Hughes 
a joke with 
Newby; 

GFB regional co- 
rdinator Sheila 
Bearman; Gemma 
Ankin offers a 
helping hand to 
Julie Brand 


consultant “and then I was 
diagnosed on a visual 
examination”. 

It transpired that Louise 
had a nine by eight 
centimetre tumour in her 
breast, and she had to 
endure four months of 
chemotherapy treatment 
which was, she says, 
“gruelling”. 

“I’ve got two young 
children - they’re 4 and 7 - 
so that was a very tough 
summer,” she adds. 

A full mastectomy and 
lymph node clearance 
followed, and Louise has 
only just finished three 
weeks of radiotherapy: “So 
I’m very tired and very 
sore. But it’s important to 
just carry on. You’ve got to 
get on with it, knowing that 
it gets better.” 

Does she ever think ‘why 
me’? “I’ve been through 
that a million times, but 
then you think well, why 
not me? It happens. There 
are people an awful lot 
younger than me who have 
got awful cancers; there’s a 
lady here today who’s lost 
her eye. So actually I do 
count myself fortunate in 
some ways.” 

And, she adds, she’d 
highly recommend the 
LGFB workshops. “Come 
and give it a go - it gives 
you something else to 
think about for an 
afternoon,” she says. 

“Breast cancer tends to 
rob you of everything you 
are as a female. You lose 
your breasts, you have to 
deal with losing your hair 
very quickly, and not just 


your hair, your eyebrows 
and eyelashes. 

“But it does get better. 
You have to try and find 
something in it to laugh at, 

I think, so I try and laugh a 
lot. You get one life, so you 
have to live it, don’t you?” 

For Raylene Armstrong, 
the workshop has been a 
real tonic. “Sometimes you 
get so tied up in the 
medical side that you 
neglect yourself a little bit, 
so it helps the whole 
positivity side of things,” 
she says. “How often do 
you spend a couple of 
hours of‘you time’?” 

Raylene, who’s also 37, 
was diagnosed with breast 
cancer last August. “I do 
check myself quite 
regularly, but when I found 
a lump I kind of put it to 
the back of my mind. 

“Then I watched a 
programme on BBC3 
about a teenage boy who 
had cancer, and afterwards 
I said to my husband ‘I 
think I found a lump; I 
know it’s nothing... ’ and he 
said ‘you must go and 
make an appointment’.” 

Within a month of 
visiting her GP and being 
diagnosed, Raylene - a 
mum-of-one from 
Cambridge - began her 
chemotherapy. “It was 
hideous. I know everyone’s 
experience is different, but 
mine was awful,” she said. 

“But the real positive is it 
killed the cancer, so for me 
it was a small price to pay 
for getting rid of it.” 

Raylene finished her 
chemotherapy in 


December and is waiting 
to have radiotherapy, so 
events like the LGFB 
workshops are, she says, a 
welcome relief. “Your 
appearance changes quite 
a bit: through the chemo I 
lost my eyebrows, my hair 
and my eyelashes, so it’s 
nice to have some well¬ 
being time, really. My face 
has never had so much 
attention!” 

And, she adds, the 
workshops are more fun 
than she was expecting. 
“The atmosphere’s really 
friendly; it’s set up to be 
almost be like a dinner 
party, with everyone 
chatting and moving 
around the room so you 
get to know different 
people. We’ve all been 
sharing stories and geeing 
each other up, really. 

“I’d definitely 
recommend it,” she adds. 
“It’s really good to be kind 
to yourself, especially 
when you’re going through 
the medical treatment. 

“This is a chance to 
focus on you, to give 
yourself a little boost, to 
meet friendly faces and 
have a bit of pampering. 
Who wouldn’t want that?”

Allowances 
and council 
tax frozen 


SUFFOLK county coun¬ 
cillors have voted to 
freeze members’ allow¬ 
ances and the authority’s 
share of council tax for 
the coming year. 

The measures were 
approved as part of the 
council’s 2012/13 budget, 
which will see the authority 
make savings of £26m in the 
next financial year. 

The move on allowances, 
added as an amendment to 
the proposal, is expected to 
save the council £56,000 and 
is in line with the two-year 
pay freeze in place for staff at 
Suffolk County Council. 

Savings of £12m will be 
made through improving 
efficiency and removing 
processes while £8m will be 
cut from the council’s adult 
care services. 

Cllr Mark Bee, leader of the 
council, said: “I’ve made it 
very clear that what I want to 
see is the creation of a budget 
that saves money on back- 
office and bureaucracy, 
protects, as much as possible, 
front-line services and keeps 
council tax down. 

“I’m pleased that despite 
the financial circumstances 
we are facing, the budget 
we’ve agreed meets these 
expectations while at the 
same time makes it possible 
to invest some of our capital 
budget in major projects.

A NEW team set up to 
assist in emergency 
situations has been given 
a helping hand from a 
Haverhill supermarket - 
and more volunteers are 
needed. 

The new Fire Emergency 
Support Service (FESS) in 
Haverhill has received a 
donation of a trolley full of 
groceries from the local 
branch of Tesco. 

The items can be used in 
emergency situations and will 
help the Red Cross team 
prepare for action. 

The team will work in 
partnership with Suffolk Fire 
and Rescue Service, who will 
call them out to support 
people dealing with house 
fires, flooding or other crises. 
The service is operated by 
well-trained volunteers, and 
the charity is on the lookout 
for people in the area with 
some time to spare who are 
interested in joining the team. 

Volunteers arrive at the 
scene of an emergency with a 
specially-equipped vehicle, 
with washing facilities, toilet, 
food and drink provision, 
spare clothes, blankets, 
hygiene packs, first aid 
supplies and even children’s 
toys. 

They provide a comfortable 
space where people dealing 
with sudden crises like house 
fires can take shelter and 


come to terms with the 
situation. 

The team are also trained in 
compassionate support and 
can offer reassurance, as well 


as advice on practical issues 
such as insurance claims and 
temporary accommodation. 

The service is already 
provided in Suffolk by a team 


based in Felixstowe, but the 
new Haverhill team will cover 
the west of the county and 
parts of Cambridgeshire to 
ensure a quicker response. 

Tesco community champ¬ 
ion Claire Bowden said: 
“Tesco Haverhill is delighted 
to be involved and donate to 
this new service from the Red 
Cross. It will benefit the 
people in and around our 
community when most in 
need and we hope to 
continue to support the Red 
Cross in the future”. 

Suffolk FESS co-ordinator 
Jo Patterson said: “It’s great to 
be developing a new FESS 
service in Haverhill. 

“This gives us an 
opportunity to help even 
more people coping with 
emergencies, and the kind 
donation of food and supplies 
by Tesco will be hugely 
appreciated by the people we 
support, as well as 
hardworking fire fighters.” 

“We need people who are 
interested in using their spare 
time to help people who are 
dealing with crisis. If you are 
compassionate, patient and 
tactful and are reasonably fit 
and healthy, you could join us 
and make a big difference to 
people in difficult times.”

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Magic kingdom beckons

Kate Sagovsky, director of the 
Marlowe Society’s latest 
production, tells JENNIFER 
SHELTON about her vision for 
Shakespeare’s most magical play 


M ISCHIEVOUS fairies, runaway 
lovers, a man with the head of a 
donkey - and not a brooding 
monologue in sight: it’s no wonder A 
Midsummer Night s Dream remains one 
of Shakespeare’s most-performed, most- 
taught, most accessible plays. 

That’s the view shared by Kate 
Sagovsky, director of a new adaptation 
by the Marlowe Society, showing at 
Cambridge Arts Theatre this week. 

Time for a quick plot summary: 
Hermia and Lysander are in love, but 
forbidden to marry so they flee into the 
woods. Helena loves Demetrius, but 
Demetrius isn’t interested. They also 
head for the woods. Meanwhile, king 
and queen of the fairies, Oberon and 
Titania, are quarrelling - enter Robin 
Goodfellow (or Puck), who proceeds to 
wreak havoc by administering love 
potion to all the wrong people. At the 
same time, a band of incompetent actors, 
including the enthusiastic Bottom, 
attempt to put on a play. 

“There are two things about it,” says 
Kate, when asked what makes it so 
enduring. 

“First, there’s the element of magic 
and imagination, which is really the 
essence of theatre. And the other thing is 
the relationship between the main 
characters. They’re people that we 
recognise, and that’s where the humour 
comes from, because we can see 


ourselves in these people. Working on 
this production you really notice how 
human these characters are, and I’m 
hoping that’ll come across.” 

So who does she empathise with 
most? “I think Helena is an amazing 
character because she’s so steadfast in 
her love for Demitrius, hoping against 
hope that something will happen. 
Working in theatre, that can often 
happen too! I think she’s a really strong 
character but she’s not always seen that 
way. Then Puck’s so much fun but also 
slightly an outsider. He makes me laugh 
but also pulls at my heartstrings.” 

Artistic director at Freefall Theatre, 
Cambridge-born Kate was delighted to 
be called on to direct the Marlowe’s 
latest project. 

“The Marlowe Society (one of 


Cambridge University’s oldest societies 
which has turned out such names as Sir 
Ian McKellen, Derek Jacobi and Trevor 
Nunn) has this great thing where once a 
year they put on a play at the Arts 
Theatre and get in a professional director 
and designer and things to give the 
students some professional experience. 

“It’s quite funny too because I did 
work experience at the Arts Theatre 
education department during my gap 
year - all the first things I ever did were 
in Cambridge. I went to the King 
Slocombe School of Dance in the centre 
of town and I’ve done panto at the Corn 
Exchange - so it’s really funny to be 
back! 

“I’ve been sending emails out to my 
old teachers and thanking them for all 
the help they’ve given me in getting 


here, and some of them are going to be 
coming along. It makes me feel very 
adult!” 

Having discovered Shakespeare at an 
early age, Kate - who has also been 
involved in the education programme at 
the RSC Movies department - is also 
keen to get as many young people as 
possible along to see the show. 

“I think it’s so important for kids to 
see it done on stage,” she explains. 

“I certainly felt very grateful for the 
education I got when I was growing up 
in Cambridge, and I have a really strong 
desire to make Shakespeare as fun and 
as accessible as possible for young 
people and students, as well as people 
who would normally come to the theatre. 
A Midsummer Night s Dream is perfect 
for that. We’re using mask work for the 


animals, and it’s got a newly-written, 
modern soundtrack which was done by a 
student. We’ve got quite a lot of schools 
already booked in for the schools’ 
matinees, and we’ve been doing some 
education training days where the actors 
go out and work with young people in 
schools. Adults are sometimes surprised 
how much of Shakespeare children can 
grasp.” 

While most people’s introduction to 
the bard comes with studying it for 
school, Kate saw her first Shakespeare 
aged 8 when she was taken to see 
Kenneth Brannagh’s Much Ado About 
Nothing on the big screen. 

“My mum dragged us to the cinema,” 
she laughs, “and I totally fell in love 
with it! My parents picked up on that 
and took me to Stratford to see The 
Taming of the Shrew (since she has the 
same name as the protagonist, of 
course), and apparently I came out and 
said: ‘but who tells them all what to do?’ 
and my mum said: ‘there’s a person 
called a director’ - and so I told them 
that’s what I was going to be. 

“The more I delve into Shakespeare, 
the more I can’t get my head around the 
depth and breadth of it,” Kate concludes. 

“I’ve done quite a bit of Shakespeare in 
the last few months and just one play can 
fascinate you for months at a time in 
rehearsals, and he did so many ... there is 
so much cliche around ‘Shakespeare the 
genius’, but I can honestly say I’ve never 
come across any other literary figure like 
him. I don’t think it’s fiction that we’ve 
created that myth around him. When you 
delve into his plays it’s mind-blowing.”

Flying the 
floral flag 



T HE landmark events of 
2012 - namely the 
Queen’s 60-year reign, 
followed by the Olympics - are 
set to prompt patriotic gardeners 
to fly the flag for Britain this 
year in the form of red, white 
and blue designs in their beds, 
borders and containers. 

Blue and white lobelia, red salvias and 
geraniums and other bedding favourites 
could be the mainstay for many borders. 
The challenge will be getting these 
colours in the garden in time for the 
jubilee celebrations in the first week of 
June. 

The Royal Horticultural Society 
(RHS) has just launched an advisory 
page on its website ( www.rhs.org.uk ) 
providing advice and suggestions to 
gardeners wanting to go for red, white 
and blue planting schemes, bringing 
together a selection of suitable plants 
that will go well together. 

“Unfortunately, June is not the best 
time to have masses of colour from 
plants grown from seeds,” says Jenny 
Bowden, RHS advisor. “But we have 
come up with some great suggestions 
that are relatively easy to grow. 

“We know how important these two 


wonderful events are to people and we 
just thought that some patriotic planting 
would help in the celebrations.” 

The secret will be to buy partially 
grown plug and mini-plants such as 
white verbenas, lobelias and Nemesia 
‘Wisley Vanilla’, red pelargoniums 
(geraniums) and blue Lobelia ‘Panthera 
Cobalt’ to put in containers and hanging 
baskets. These plants will have to be 
purchased as early as possible. Plant 
centres are likely to have supplies from 
April. 

“Although it will be necessary to get 
the plants into containers and hanging 
baskets as soon as possible, gardeners 
also need to ensure that they are kept in 
sunny, frost-free conditions until the 
threat of frost has passed. A temperature 
of 15C (59F) is ideal,” says Bowden. 

Themed selections for June flowering 


include Petunia grandiflora ‘Jubilee 
Mixed’, from Suttons (www. suttons. 
co.uk). Compact in habit and reaching a 
height of 25-30cm (10-12in), they 
should be sent out as young plants in late 
April. 

Another Suttons celebratory package 
includes Calibrachoa Superbells ‘Red 
Devil’, Lobelia ‘Panthera Cobalt’ and 
Verbena ‘Superbena White’, which 
should perform all summer in baskets or 
containers. Young plants will be sent out 
in May. 

Verbena ‘Union Jack’ collection is 
being offered by Vernon Geranium 
Nursery ( www.geraniumsuk.com ). With 
delivery at the end of April, there should 
be time for plants to settle in and start 
flowering for June. 

DT Brown (www.dtbrownseeds. co.uk) 
is offering a patriotic blend of young 


highly scented red, white and blue sweet 
pea plants, which should be delivered in 
late March and, once hardened off, can 
be planted in their permanent positions. 

As the Olympics and Paralympics are 
being run during the end of July, August 
and early September, gardeners will have 
enough time to grow plants from seeds 
for these celebrations. 

The RHS suggests growing red, white 
and blue sweet peas, red-flowered Salvia 
splendens, Nicotiana (tobacco plant) in 
red and white, and blue flowers such as 
ageratums or Salvia farinacea ‘Victoria’. 

However, if the thought of a red, white 
and blue border stirs up images of old- 
fashioned planting schemes often seen in 
parks or on roundabouts, vertical 
displays may provide a more 
contemporary feel. 

Consider planting a wall of blue, 


white and red with verbenas, ivy-leaved 
pelargoniums, lobelias and begonias. 

RHS Garden Harlow Carr, in North 
Yorkshire, is extending the theme to 
vegetables by planting red (‘Highland 
Burgundy Red’), blue (‘Purple Majesty’) 
and white (‘Elisabeth’) potatoes, while 
all four RHS gardens will be featuring 
planting displays to celebrate both the 
Queen's Diamond Jubilee and the 
London Olympics. 

Other patriotic veg might include the 
purple/blue variety of carrots, ‘Purple 
Haze’, white cauliflower ‘Avalanche’, 
runner bean ‘Painted Lady’which 
produces red and white flowers and 
rainbow chard, for its colourful red 
stems. 

Flying the flag opens up so many 
opportunities for gardeners to go red, 
white and blue this summer.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 



Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 


• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Lewis aims to 


keep drifting 



LEWIS Cracknell has his sights set on a top-three 
finish as he prepares for a second season in the 
British Drift Championship. 

The Haverhill driver made an impressive debut 
last year, finishing 10th in the semi-pro class out 
of 32 competitors. 

He is now busy rebuilding his Nissan 200SX 
and hopes with more backing for 2012 he will be 
able to make a real impression at the top of the 
standings. 

“I’m aiming for top three,” he said. “I’d love to 
win it, but it would be great if I could win a 
couple of rounds.” 

The British Drift Championship is still a 
growing sport in the country. Unlike other forms 
of motorsport, the Drift Championship does not 
involve actual racing, but drivers are instead 
judged on their performances as they drift 
around a circuit. 

Markers are placed on the bends and the closer 
a driver gets to those markers, the higher they 
score, with performances judged on speed, angle 
and line. 

“In a way it’s like an extreme sport,” said 
Cracknell. 

“It’s almost more like skateboarding than other 
forms of motorsport. It sounds simple but when 
you’re doing 70 to 80mph in a sideways car it’s 
quite tricky.” 

Cracknell has honed his skill in building and 
tuning race cars while working at Taylors 
Motorsport in Haverhill but believes the extra 
backing would be a big help in covering tyre costs 
and travelling expenses. 

“I’ve pretty much got the building of the car 
covered. The biggest cost goes on tyres. You put a 
lot of wear on them when you’re drifting and a 
brand new set can be used in 20 minutes,” he said.
